AM ERICAN STU DENT 
DISCOVERS GREATEST 
KNOWN ‘EXPLOSIVE 


25 Times as Destructive as TNT 


‘Berkeley, Cal. Jan. 165. 


A high explosive, reputedly nearly 25 times as strong as 
‘TNT, has been developed by Wendell Zimmerman, young Univer- 
sity of California graduate student, it has been revealed here. 


Zimmerman sald the new explosive 
in one form not yet commercially 
proctical, is 25 times more destruc- 
tive than TNT. However, he added, 

_ the tremendous: explosive force of 
this form Is yet too great for any- 
thing but experimental usc, 

*The experiments were started In 
the basement of his home when he 
wns 17 years old, Zimmerman sald. 
‘He reached his present formula In 
August, 1936. Since then, he said, 
he_has been refining the proccss. 

The explosive, he polnted out, is 
constructed on a different principle 
than hitherto used, being composed 
of simple chemical clements that in 
themselves are non-explosive, * 


“The clements uscd are mona- 
tomic, or consisting of one atom, 
whereas other explosives are dlo- 
tomle or triatomic,” he explained. 

The new formula has been sub- 
mitted to seven governments, Zim- 
merman _ said. The Japanese, 
Russinn, French, Italian, Engllsh, 
United States and German govern- 
ments are’ now considering 
formula, he sald, and the United 
States and English governments 
urged hlm to continue his work, 

At present, Zimmerman said, 
is working with leading rocket rea 
perimenters and engineers with a 
View to using the explosive in that 
ficid.--United Press,

“That is as far:as I can go 
for the moment, I cannot vouch 
that it is the king’s‘tomb until 
the work Ig finished, and that 


will take another fortnight. 
"If the tomb Is not. that of King

-|Menes’ reign, and it. ls curious that 


we have not been able to find any 
name other than his.’

INJECTIONS GIVEN

in nn acid state of conception will 
bear a girl child, 

If an alkaline state predominates 
the baby will be a boy. 


Under these conditions a doctor 
may Inject acid or alkaline prepar- 
ations to ensure the birth of a baby 
of the sex desired, 


Moreover, it has been discovered 
that certain chemical states of the 
body destroy conception and render 
women unable to have children, 

If these women are given the cor~ 
tect acid or alkaline antidote they dre 
ennobled to becbme mothers.

I must 
confess that up to a few years ogo, 
when I had not-analysed the score- 
sheets of games so carefully, I had 
always been under the impression 
that this was-done and I'am afraid 
I did'so during one period when I 
did quite a. bit of scoring. : 


No one ever bowled me out but 
the point came up during one of 
those pleasant long cricket. tallcs 
which develop ofter a game is over. 
The opposition were so.positive that 
I lay pretty low and afterwards veri- 
fied os far back as I could in Wisdena 
which was only until 1926. I found 
that I had been quite wrong. But 
the fact remains that somewhere I 
must have seen records—possibly 
the reviews of various countics’ sca~- 
sons—in which In the bowling analy- 
sis reference was made to Wides and 
No-balls, It must haye been in my 
earliest (nnd therefore most impres- 
slonable) years‘of cricket, probably 
about 1899. I should be interested 
-10-know--If-anyono. hag-a-similor.re-~. 
collection. Even Sf there was such 
a practice it has quite gone out and 
though the Australians have: every 
right to introduce it in’ Australian 
cricket, I think it is most unlikely 
that the M.C.C, would adopt it, even 
if it was put up to them, and as to 
this I have heard nothing, 


PERFECTLY LOGICAL . 


_The M.C.C. are very wisely averse 
from making any avoidable changes 
in the'rules of the gamco—there have 
been quite o lot lately as it is!—and 
so it’ would probably not go through, 
But lf you come to think of it, it fs 
perfectly logical.. Byes and leg-bycs 
art not scored against the bowler 
because they are not (entirely any- 
way) his fault, But Wides and No- 
‘balls are and why should not he pay 
for them? ot 

Another point Js thht of the adop- 
tion of the cight ball over. Reading 
carefully of the game, one comes to 
realize that there are a large num- 
ber of cricketers who ore in favour 


of ‘the 8-ball over belng adopted in 


England. And what is. more, thelr _ - 


number'is growing. In 4n somewhat 
myopic outlook I- must admit I had 
always rather considered the ques- 
tlon from the bowler's point of view 
—or perhaps it. would be more cor- 
rect to. say from the point of vicw' 
which envisages the ‘bowler's acti: 
vities. As regards this attitude there 
were two distinct attitudes, the one 
which thought the extra two balls 
would tire the bowler: and the other 
which thought the extra two balls 
would enable the, bowler to perfect 
a complete strategical attack on a 


batsman more succesafully when he | 


had elght than when he was .Umited 
to six balis,. And in this latter con- 


necifon.. I very well. remember . tho, 


change over from five to aix balls, 
Tread a lot of critkot even then and 
1 well recollect bowlers then saying 
the oxtra ball helped thelr. scheme 
of attack.

recently realized that the great point 
about the elght ball over is the. 
amount of time it saves. In 9 sequence 


of six eight ball overs you got forty~~ 


elght balls which equal elght six-ball 
overs, and so two complete changes, 
of the fleld -are saved——soy four 
minutes, And cight overs of six balla 
tale say thirty minutes, So the time 
saved $s at least clght minutes'an 
hour—I rather: believe that actually

Peiping, Feg. 15. 

Tho Japanese offensive ‘bclow 
Changtch in Honan Province is con- 
tinuing successfully and the Japaneso 
appear to be preparing to junch 
another offensive into Shansl Pro- 
vince, according to semi{-official 
reports reaching here. 

In the course of five days’ fighting 
the Japanese advanced 40 miles from 
Changtch to points south of Chihsicn. 

The Japanese, however, are report~ 
cd to have faced only the worst of 
China’s fighting men up to. now, 
those who belong to General Sung 
Cheh-yuan, who were ousted from 
the Pelping area, and. former Mon- 
churian troops. 

The casualties on both sides have 
been heavy, but the Japanese claim 
fo have slain nearly 10,000 Chinese 
in five days—Reuter,

Cricket ‘Notes - 


By “R. Abbit” ” 


tralian 


EIGHT-BALL OVER, _ 
WIDES AND NO-BALLS ._ 


‘The weather started going wrong on last Saturday weck 


and though the cricket programmo, was 


finished: on that day, 


there followed a solid seven days of the worst climatic condi- 
tions that f think I ever recall in 0 February. It'was more like 
April or May save that it was beastly cold. 


There was no cricket at all last 
weele and I, for one,.am very glad 
of it. It ruins a game of cricket to 
have it played under thoroughly un- 
sultable conditions and the Leaguc 
struggle is at a most interesting point 
now with, as a rule, most sides hav- 
ing only two more League games 
to play. Games played in very cold 
weather and/or on mud-pats ore 
most unsatisfactory and lead to the 
most unexpected and Incorrect re- 
sult if one muy use the phrase, A 
cold unpleasant day handicaps every- 
one, but I think the LR.C. fare worse 
in ‘this sort of weather than most 
other people. 


There are just one or two polnts 
on which I have been intending to 
make camment when I could find 
space and now seems a good oppor~ 
tunity. The first one js the Austra- 
lfan proposal to reckor in the wides 
and no-balls into a bowler’s analysis, 
and debit them against him. I must 
confess that up to a few years ago, 
-when I had not analysed the score- 
sheets of games so carefully, I had 
always been under the impression 
that this was done and I am afraid 
I did so during one perlod ‘when 
did quite a bit of scoring. se! 


No one .ever bowled me out but 
the point came up during one of 
those pleasant long cricket talks 
which develop after'a game is over. 
The opposition were so positive that 
I lay pretty low and afterwards veri- 
fied as far back as I could in Wisdens 
—which was: only until 1926. 1 found 
that I had been quite wrong. But 
the fact remains that somewhere I 
must have seen ‘ecords—possibly 
the reviews of vari 1s countics’ sca- 
sons—in which in the vewling anaoly- 
sis reference was made to Wides and 
No-balls, It must have been in my 
earliest (and therefore most impres~ 
slonable) years of cricket, probably

to know if anyone has a similar re- 
collection. Even if there was such 
a practice it has quite gone out and. 
though the Australians have every 
right to introduce it in Australlan 
cricket, I think it is most unlikely 
that the M.C.C. would adopt it, -cven 
if it was put up to them, and os to 
this I have heard nothing. 


PERFECTLY LOGICAL 


The M.C.C, are very wisely averse 
from making any avoldable changes 
in the rules of the game—there have 
been quite a lot latcly as it is!—and 
so it would probably not go through.

AS were dangers to | thelr 
enemies during the Great War, at 
thelr worst both these types of ves- 
sels were deathtraps to thelr own 
crews, And when trouble overtook 
them it came with. quick, though 
heavy, tread. .

France. 


On the fourth of that month the 
liner Aurania (13,036 tons) had 
been torpedocd without any warn- 
Ing, and sunk about 15 .miles N. W. 
of Intshtrahull. , 


On the following day the liner 
Tuscanin ' (14,348 tons) had been 
sunk in a similar manner, and with 
the foss of 44 lives, a little farther 

feast: that Is seven miles north of 
Rathlin Island lighthouse. 

The loss of two within one small 
area was serious enough to cause 
anxiety.

CHINESE BESIEGE. 
THREE CITIES 


: Hsuchow, Feb. 15. 
Continuing their simultaneous 
counter-offensive on both - the 
southern and northern scctors of the 
Tientsine-Pukow Rallway, Chinese 
forces have besieged Tsowhsien, Tai- 
ning and Tingyuan, after recapturing 
Fengyang ond Wenshang. A report 
states that the northern gate of 
Tsining hos been occupicd by the 
Chinese forces but confirmation to 
this effect is lacking. 

It is reported that whilst flerce 
street fighting was raging in the 
walled city of Wenshang, prior to its 
recapture by the Chinese forces, 700 
Japanese troops were rushed there 
from Tsining. However,. they were 
surrounded and routed . by the 
Chinese forces at Hsinticn, south of 
Wenshang. Over half of them were 
‘killed whilst.tthe xest beat a’ hasty 
retreat'to Tsining, -Hotly pursuing 
them, the Chinese took the northern 
city - gate yesterday morning.

Tokyo, Feb, 14. 

A warning against excessive haste 
in developing North China has been 
fssucd by Mr. J. Hirao, president of 
the semni-oMcial Japan iron Manu- 
facturing Corporation.” 

Mr. Hirao sald that Japan's first 
must be to provide for the welfare of 
the regions and the Chinese popula- 
tlon, and in exploiting North China's 
resources and developing its indus- 
tries full attentlon must be paid to 
the Interests and desires of the Chi- 
nesé people. 

“Jt would be the worst. thing 
{maginable to treat the question from 
the Japanese point of view alone,” ho 
declared. 

Mr, Hiaro, who once headed the 
_Ministry_of Education, returned to 
Tokyo yesterday evening trom Pel- 
ping, where General Terauch! offer- 
ed him the post of supreme economic 
adviser to the Japanese garrison. 

He asserted that in drafting plans 
for the cconomlc development of 
North China, Manchukuo and Korea, 
the three arcas must be considered as 
components of a single -bloc. 

“Some rash people think that 
economic activitles should be launch- 
ed in North China-the minute mill- 
tary activities cease,” he sald. “They 
forget thot economle development of 

area costs money and well con- 
sidered plans must be drawn up. 


“The Government must be given |: 


time to deliberate its plans for the 
development of China, and the pre- 
paration of such a programme must 
be, carried. out with extreme caution. 

‘Japan must give full attention to 
the fcelings of the Chinese. There 
is no need, however, for her to pay 
excessive heed to the moves of third 
Powers."—Reuter,
